Sen. Ferguson 
Naps Trumans 
Probe Panel 


W ASHINGTON. Jan. 24—Sen. 
Ferguson, (R) Mich., charged to­ 
day 
that 
President 
Trum an 
nam ed a Commission on Inter­ 
nal Security and Civil Liberties 
in an effort to undermine a Sen­ 
ate investigation of subversive 
activities. 
Ferguson is a m em ber of a 
Senate judiciary subcommittee 
which will begin an investigation 
shortly into all phases of the Mc- 
C arran Communist Control Act. 
The senator took sharp issue 
with the President s appointment 
of a nine-member, non-partisan 
group, headed by Retired Fleet 
Admiral Chester V. Nimitz, com- 
mander-in-ehief of the Pacific 
Fleet .n World War II.

COLUMBUS, Jan. 24-T h e Re­ 
publican leadership of the Ohio 
senate insisted today there w-as 
“no politics” in the junking of 
Governor Lausche’s proposal to 
use only one auto license plate as 
a steel conservation measure. 
But 
it 
was 
nevertheless 
a 
strictly-partisan vote—25 Repub­ 
licans against the seven Demo­ 
crats—that dumped the one-plate 
program in favor of a GOP plan 
to use two plates through 1954. 
"We don’t play 
politics,” 
said Senate Majority Leader 
Roscoe Walcutt (R-Columbus) 
when asked if there were any 
partisan implications in the 
vote.

THE patient who goes to the 
doctor complaining of headache 
should not always expect a speedy 
diagnosis of the cause of his 
trouble. Most people today real­ 
ize th at headache is a symptom 
which may be present in a great 
variety of conditions, and th a t to 
trace down its cause in the Indi­ 
vidual ca?" often requires much 
time and 
ill. Not infrequently 
headache is one of the most com ­ 
mon symptoms of what is known 
as a psychoneurosis, th a t is. a 
m ental condition due to anxiety 
and emotional conflicts. 
When a person has a headache, 
the physician has the problem of 
deciding whether it is due to 
actual disease, such as an in ­ 
fection or high blood pressure, 
or w hether it is caused by some 
emotional 
trouble. 
Hence, 
in 
every case of headache, the phy­ 
sician 
must give the patient 
thorough physical and neurolog­ 
ical exam inations. The latter in ­ 
cludes an exam ination of the 
back part of the eyeball or retina 
and a test of the eyesight. A 
description of the headache, its 
location when it occurs, and the 
patient’s activities at the time 
the headache begins, m ust also 
be ascertained. 
Period of Worry 
When headaches occur togeth­ 
er with a period of worry or ex­ 
citem ent, it is likely that an 
em otional factor is a p art of their 
cause. Then, too, a headache 
which Is forgotten when the pa­ 
tient has som ething interesting 
to do is not likely to be due to 
any actual disease. Some patients 
will say th a t they have a head­ 
ache continuously, but at the 


same time they show no signs of 
suffering. These headaches, too, 
arc emotional in their origin. 
The more vague the description 
of the headache, the more likely 
it is th at the headache comes 
from psychic causes. If the head­ 
ache is made worse by talking 
about it, emotional causes are 
probably responsible for it. 
Back of Neck 
There 
are 
some 
headaches 
which begin at the back of the 
neck and pass upward and for­ 
ward. These headaches are prob­ 
ably due to muscle tension and 
for the m ain part are emotional. 
It is helpful, in determ ining the 
I cause of the headache, for the 
physician 
to 
talk with some 
member of the patient’s family, 
since he may be able to throw 
I some light on the disturbing sit­ 
uations which the patient may 
have kept hidden from the phy­ 
sician. 
When th# headaches are due 
J to psychic causes, the patient 
• requires reassurance, explana- 
i lion of his condition, and help 
in regulating his life to elim inate 
the basic tensions which are at 
the root of his headaches.

Mrs. A. B.: Cold w eather makes 
my face. arms, and legs red and 
itchy.

Rate In History, Report Shows 


COLUMBUS, Jan. 24 — Ohio 
had the lowest death rate and 
the fewest maternal 
deaths in 
the history of the state in 1949. 
The maternal death rate 
was 
about one tenth the 1930 figure. 
A report b> the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics also showed !o- 
da> there was an 
increasing 
reduction of infant deaths in 
1919 and that prematurity was 
becoming more important 
as 
a cause of infant deaths. 
The leading causes of 
death 
were, in this order, heart dis­ 
ease, cancer, stroke,-'high blood 
pressure and accidents. 
Health Director John D. Port­ 
erfield 
sa;d 
the 
repetition 
of 
these long - familiar c a u s e s 
means new and 
intensified 
ef­ 
forts in preventive medicine are 
required. 
Furthermore, Dr. 
Porterfield 
said the annual report for 1949 
was more accurate 
than 
ever 
before because of a revision of 
the international list of causes of 
death. 
He said the revisions

there will be no more “ medical 
deaths’’ 
where
